COCOANUT SUGAR. 


Professor Wyndham Dunstan, of the 
Imp tial Institute, London, hus submitted on 
interesting report’ on the posibility of man- 
ufacturiog sugar from the * water “or “milk” 
of the cocoanut, which iso waste product at 
present. In lower Bengal the water contained 
in the green cocoanut (callet “Dab”. by tie 
Bengalix) is largely consumed by all classes as 
b baveropr, but that Found in the ripe gocoariut 
ja wasted, A firm jn St, Louis, U. BY A., was 
reported to be muking experiments with 
a view (0 the extraction of sager from’ 
the “liqnid matter” of the cocoanut, and 
it was suggested that. it might be 
worth whil» to contluct similar experiments 
at the Imporiat Tnetitute with u view to 
ascertainiog whether sugar could be profitably 
ext ed from this matorial. But Professor Dan- 
stan’s report ghowa coue'usively that this-in owt 
of the questious, as the sucharina constituents 
of this “water’ are tov winufe to admit of 
their b-ing profitably couvortad into sugar, 
For instauce, Professor Dunstan's analyais ‘ot 
the “water” sent from Crylon gave [8 per 
cont. cf manuitot, OL per cent, of cane-sugar, 
and U'D por cent, of glucose,‘ Water” taken 
by bim tram, a sample of cocoanat ordinarily: 
gold in London gave 2ti per cent. of canny sugar, 
GS per tapat, of phicosa and no. manuitol, 
When it is sememborod that the juice af tho 
sugar-cime contain’ nearly 20 per cent. of cane 
sugac, it will bo reen that cocoannt “water " 
would hardly pay tho expense of collecting, and 
this is the opinion of Professor Dunstan. Like 
sevoral other waste products, for which profit- 
able use has beea found in recent years, it ig 
quite possible that the chemical laboratory will
